The Bedouin tribes are the oldest group 
of people in the deserts of North Africa 
and the Middle East. They have lived in 
the area for thousands of years. There 
are over 4 million Bedouin people in the 
world. About 1,200,000 are in Egypt, 
where they mostly live in South Sinai and the Sahara Desert. 


The Bedouin way of life is changing in 
modern times, but they have very old 
traditions. They are nomads, which means 
that they move to different places at 
different times of year because of the 
weather. They live in the desert in the 
winter months when it is cooler. 


In summer, it is too hot to be in the desert. They migrate to places 
where they can grow fruit and 

vegetables, such as an oasis. It is | j 

difficult to survive in the desert, | 

but Bedouin people have learned 
how to live in a hot dry place and 
how to use everything in the 
natural world around them. Bedouin 
tents are made from wool, and they are easy to put up and take down.
